This fragment comprises two polypeptides that must be identified by SEQ ID Nos. The claim 
is indefmite because the identification of the polypeptides as amino acids 10-25 and 75-88 does not absolutely identify the exact 
amino acids in these polypeptides. The NGF from which they are derived can be numbered in any manner. Thus, the actual identity 
and sequence of the polypeptides is required. The sequences must be included on disk in a Computer Readable Format (CRF) and a 
paper copy of a Sequence Listing. Furthermore, the sequences should be identified by their SEQ ID Nos. in the specification. 
Applicant is given ONE MONTH, or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this letter within which to 
comply with the sequence rules, 37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825. Failure to comply with these requirements will result in ABANDONMENT of 
the application under 37 CFR 1.821(g). Extensions of time may be obtained by filing a petition accompanied by the extension fee 
under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a). In no case may an applicant extend the period for reply beyond the SIX MONTH statutory 
period.
